"there is - scarcely anything 
which 


concerns the*life and work of indi- 
viduals and nations in which the 
Rockefeller foundation would not be 
authorized 
to 
participate. As the 


safety of the state is the supreme 
condition of national civilization, the 
foundation might lu time of war use 
its income or its entire principal for 
the defense of the republic. In time 
of peace it might use its funds to 
effect economic and political reforms 
which the trustees deemed essential 
to the vitality and efficiency of the 
republic. 
The foundation might be- 


come the champion of free trade or 
protection of trusts or of the com- 
peting concerns out of which they 
grow, of Socialism or Individualism, 
of the program of the Republican 
paity or the program of the Demo- 
cratic party. 


Mljht Endow Clergy. 


"It might endow the cleigy of all 


religious denominations or It might 
subsidize any exibting or any new 
religious denomination. 


"Tomorrow ft might be the cham- 


pion of the Chiistlan religion and a 
hundred years hence furnish an en- 
dowment 
for 
the 
introduction of 


Buddhism, into the United States. It 
might build tenement houses for the 
poor In New York, or carry the re- 
sults of science to enrich the exhaust- 
ed soils of the east or the arid tracts 
of the west. It might set up an art 
gallery In every city of the United 
State* or endow unlverities which 
would rival the great universities of 
the west. 


"Although these are large powers,

tirely changed. 
We know nothing 


about the kind of men who may suc- 
ceed him, and the objects of thq 
foundation 
remaining as impoitant 


and comprehensive as they ore, I am 
decidedly of the opinion that the 
public hhould have a »lght to a voice 
In the selection of the board after 
Mr. Rockefeller's direct Influence has
